Another Courier was more fortunate ;

to a Precipice, his Bag made a Kind of Arch 
in the Snow, by which means he continued 
to breathe, and Sixteen Hours-after the 
Monks took him out alive;, but his Horfe 
died. The Author takes Occafion from 
thence to obferve, that dead Bodies are much 
better preferved by cold Weather and Snow, 
than by any Embalming. The Writers of 
the Church of Kome mention feveral Saints, 
whofe Bodies have remained uncorrupt for 
feveral Ages. They tell us, that Francu of 
Afifi isto be feen ftillin a Vault, flanding 
and leaning upon a Stick; and that a Pope 
having detired that Sainte to reach his Foot 
to him, that. he might kifs it, St. Francis 

ranted him his Defire; but the Pontiff 
fed foen after. From that time it is gene- 
rally believed, that no Body can fee that 
Saint and live’ Dr. Camerariw obferves, 
that fome Places have naturally the Virtue 
of preferving dead Bodies from Corruption. 
A Vault in a Church at Bremen, and the 
Charnel-Houfes of the Francifcans at Tou- 
loufe, and of the Capuchins at Palermo, pro- 
duce the fame Effe&, Our Author rakes 
notice, that fome Roman Catholick Writers 
afcribe a {weer Odour to the dead Bodies of 
feveral Saints, He adds, that there is a ve- 
ry pious Sifter in the Convent of the Bare- 
fuoted Carmelite Nuns at Turin , who is very 
much admired becaufe her Body cafts a very 
pleafant Odour; but it has been found our 
{ fays the Author) that fhe wears Flowers 
about her.

A Man fell under a Vaule, and the Vaul 
being clofed up/again, he preferved his 
Life by the Help of a Gammon of Bacon, 
that happened to be there.
